Educators call for resignation of Trustee 


Me Two RSC faculty 
members formally 
request controversial 
Trustee Rodolfo 
Montejano 

to cut ties with the 
college

SANTA ANA - Two Rancho 
Santiago faculty members called 
for the resignation of RSCCD Trus- 
tee Rodolfo Montejano Tuesday, 
saying that an ongoing investiga- 
tion of Montejano,by the Grand 
Jury, has “besmirched” the good 
name of the college. 


Speaking before the Board of . 


Trustees, at the regular bi-monthly 
meeting in separate open letters, 
Douglas Toohey, librarian and John 
Velasquez, philosophy instructor 
criticized Montejano’s alleged 
shady political and business ac- 
tivities and the college’s adminis- 
trative silence concerning the is- 
sue. 

Toohey referred to articles 
printed recently in the news media 


which, in his words, “portrayed Montejano 
as an unscrupulous political animal, involved 
in behind-the-scenes pressure lobbying of 
Santa Ana governmental officials for any

number of dubious interests...whose tactics 


include bullying and threats strongly sug- 
gestive of the most corrupt type of political 
racketeering.” 

In his open letter, Toohey directed his 


attention to the investigation con- 
ceming Montejano’s alleged in- 
volvement in the Mercado. Say- 
ing that nearly $500,000 in swap 
meet revenue is disbursed into 
various funds in which Montejano 
has a vested interest. 

“This diversion of funds derived 
from college property to the con- 
trol and use of a Trustee so reeks 
of the most blatant corruption that 
its countenancing by the Board is 
cause for astonishment...” Toohey 
said. 

In a milder version, John A. 
Velasquez made a plea to Trus- 
tees to be “sensitive to the nega- 
tive publicity the College is re- 
ceiving, especially during the time 
when we are celebrating the anni- 
versary of 75 years of service.” 

Toohey criticized Chancellor 
Robert Jensen for failing to notify 
the Board of the “activities of one 
of its members,” whereby costing 
the reputation of the District. 

Velasquez also admonished the 
Board of Trustees for their silence 
in the matter. Citing fear of repri- 
sals from Board members as the 
reason for lack of support by many 
faculty members, Velasquez 


“challenged” the Board to “create a code of 
ethics” for themselves and to “abide by it.” 
Toohey went on to accuse Montejano of

Academic community divided 


over new literary anthology

SANTA ANA - The aca- 
demic community is being 
sharply divided by contro- 
versy generated by the re- 
cent publication of the Heath 
Anthology of American Lit- 
erature. 


thology, deeming the Nor- 
ton Anthology too narrow. 
The grumbling against the 
Norton first began in the late 
’60s, when the Civil Rights 
movement was in full flower, 
and many educators and 
students began to question 
the lack of availability of 
writings by anethnically and 


For decades the older 
Norton Anthology reigned 
supreme. Almost every in- 
structor of Western litera- 
ture used the Norton An- 
thology as a core text, out of 
personal choice or for lack 
of a better publication. 

Now, with the appearance 


of this new anthology, be- 
gins the battle of the books. 
Conservative educators are 
favoring the Norton publi- 
cation with its emphasis on 
“classic” authors, while pro- 
gressive scholars enthusias- 
tically laud the long awaited 
appearance of the Heath An- 


sexually diverse group of 
authors. 

The only woman writer 
featured was Emily Dickin- 
son and the few minority 
writers were Richard Wright, 
Ralph Ellison and James

@ Former Citrus 
College Arts dean 


sees "room for 


improvement."

After an extensive search by a 
panel of administrators and fac- 
ulty, Thom Hill has been selected 
as dean of the Fine and Perform- 
ing Arts Division at RSC. 

Hill, 43, comes to RSC from 
Citrus College in Glendora, 
where he has worked for the past 
16 years in various capacities 
ranging from Associate Theatre 
Manager to Dean of the Fine Arts 
Division. For the past two years, 
Hill has worked in the business 
office at Citrus, overseeing 
purchasing, maintenance and 
security for the college. 

Hill said he took the job 
because it gives him an opportu- 

nity to retumm to his first love: the 
arts. 

“Ninety-five percent of my 
time [at Citrus] was spent in 
business areas,” he said. “This 
job gets me back into areas 
where I have an interest.” 


Hill and his staff will be re- 
sponsible for coordinating the 
curriculum, budget, and schedul- 
ing of classes for the fine arts di- 
vision. 

In addition, he will have a 
hand in the hiring and evaluation 
of faculty members in his 
division, which includes the art, 
music, dance, theatre, speech, 
photography, telecommunica- 
tions and journalism depart- 
ments. 

Hill admits it’s a big job, and 
predicts it will take a year to be- 
come familiar with the day to 


day operations of the school. 

“The programs are so diversi- 
fied here,” he said. “The depart- 
ment is strong.” 

But, Hill concedes there is 
room for improvement. 

“My goal may not be a lofty 
one,” he said. “but I hope to in- 
crease enrollment in the Fine and 
Performing Arts Division and get 
this department working at 100 | 
percent of capacity,” he said. 

Hill also wants to establish a 
solid transfer program to 4-year 
colleges and universities. 

After a few weeks on the job,

Hill says he's a bit overwhelmed 
at the enormity of it. However, 
he credits teachers and other RSC 
employees, particularly his 
predecessor Marie Pooler, with 
helping to make his first days 
here a little easier. 

“It’s both exciting and frustrat- 
ing,” Hill said of his new job, 
“When you work somewhere for 
16 years, you know all the little 
things, all the various procedures. 
But everything here is different. 
It’s tough having to say ‘I'll get 
back to you’ every time someone 
asks you a question.” 


Hill says he looks forward to 
working with the more than 125 
faculty members in his division. 

“T plan to spend a lot of time 
listening,” he said. “I want to 
know what’s going on [in the 
Fine Arts Division]. I want to 
share the successes and the 
failures.” 

Hill holds an associate of arts 
degree in liberal arts from Ven- 
tura College and a bachelor of 
fine arts degree in speech and 
theatre from the University of 
South Dakota. He received his 
master of fine arts degree in 
theatre direction from Wayne 
State University. 

Hill and his wife Sheryl met in 
the business office at Citrus, 
where she still works. They 
married in 1983. In their spare 
time, the couple enjoys making 
pickles. 

“T like making pickles because 
you start with the individual in- 
gredients and a few hours later 
you have a final product,” he 
said. “In my job here, you rarely 
seem to complete anything.” 

Hill enjoys listening to classi- 
cal music and reading plays and 
newspapers. He also plays golf 
and is an avid football and 
baseball fan.

Baldwin. 

A quiet but intense debate about which 
writers to include into what is called the 
Canon, spread throughout academia. 

The onset of the feminist movement dur- 
ing the ’70s intensified the demand for schol- 
arship examining the influence of race, gender 
and class on literature. 

As a consequence, many educators con- 
ducted workshops and exchanged informa- 
tion about unearthing literary works which 
had been previously deemed obscure, ne- 
glected, overlooked or suppressed for social 
or political reasons. 

The wider aim, according to Heath An- 
thology editor and professor at Trinity Col- 
lege in Hartford, Conn., Paul Lauter, was to 
impart into the students not only a knowl- 
edge of literature, but also an appreciation of 
the historic and social context in which it 
was created. 

Relevance to rapidly changing social mores 
and perceptions also played a major role in 
the selection of works. 

While some conservative scholars like 


Peter Shaw of the Princeton-based National. 


Association of Scholars decried the “Af- 
firmative Action link of the Heath work” 
and the inclusion of arguably minor writers 
for ostensibly ideological and political rea- 
sons, the reaction of academics interviewed 
for this article was largely positive. 

Dr.Joanne Gass, Professor of Compara- 
tive Literature at Cal State Fullerton was 
emphatic in her support of the new anthol- 
ogy. She said: ’All anthologies are intrinsi- 
cally political in their inclusions and pe- 
cially in their exclusions.” Although she has 
used the Norton like many of her colleagues, 
she has for at least five years regularly 
supplemented her teaching material with 
works from a wide variety of cultural and 
social sources. 


Gass further affirmed the need for the 
inclusion of a feminist perspective in the 
literature taught, adding “It is time that a lot 
of wrongs are redressed with regard to who 
has been acclaimed and who remained ob- 
scure.”” 

Helen Jaskosk, also of Cal State Fuller- 
ton, had corresponded with Paul Lauder and 
had given suggestions of her own for inclu- 
sion into the anthology. 


(Lauder wrote in the preface of the Heath . 


Anthology that he had collected suggestions 
from over 1000 English scholars nation- 
wide, which resulted in 500 authors submit- 
ted for inclusion.) Professor Jaskoski 
further stated: Publishers are slowly re- 
sponding to the demand for more diversity 
of material, but often instructors themselves 
are slow to act due to time constraints or the 
inability to absorb the increased load of ma- 
terials into their teaching technique.” Her 
one critical concer is that a large volume 
like the Heath Anthology is only available in 
paperback, and that texts are often too ex- 
pensive for the very students they are trying 


to address. 

Todd Huck, English instructor at RSC 
endorses the Heath Anthology for his Sur- 
vey of American Literature course. “I chose 
the text upon strong recommendation by 
colleagues whom I respect, but the main 
motivation for my choice is the wish to 
become more conversant with the variety of 
voices the Heath Anthology represents.” 

Although his teaching expertise centers 
around 19th century literature, he welcomes 
the task of adding new material to his reper- 
toire, remarking that it will allow him to 
grow along with his students and in the 
process also challenge his own as well as 
their cultural preconceptions. 

“It makes the instructors work” he added, 
also noting the future challenge of choosing 
meaningful assignments for his students 
within the limited time frame which a sur- 
vey course allows. “Survey courses neces- 
sarily paint with a broad brush, but I wel- 
come anything that will broaden it further,” 
he said. 

Noting that arguments about additions to 
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the canon have been going on for a long 
time, Huck credited the scholarship of his 
fellow academics for continuously discov- 
ering more literary and historic material to 
enrich the general curriculum with new voices. 

Dr. Michael Clark, Chairman of the English 
department at University of California, Irv- 
ine also endorses the idea of a wider cultural 
range in literature texts. Although the stu- 
dent population at UCI is 50 percent minor- 
ity, consisting of Asian, Latino, Chicano 
and a small number of African American 
students, he stressed:”I favor more cultur- 
ally diverse teaching materials principle, 
regardless of student body makeup.” 

He stated:’” Not all American literature 
must be necessarily of British and Western 
European derivation.” 

Kelly Brandon, also of RSC, said: “I 
support an open, dynamic canon.” 

Although he has used the Norton Anthol- 
ogy in previous years both for his own stud- 
ies and for teaching, with what he termed 
good luck, he is willing to try any publica- 
tion that will broaden the vistas of his stu- 
dents. His criteria include both literary and 
editorial content. 

Since the Heath Anthology is newly 
published, it is being used or considered for 
use On an experimental basis. 

RSC students however, echo their in- 
structors’enthusiasm for the Heath Anthol- 
ogy. 

Joanne Yi particularly enjoys the fact that 
writings pre-date the Pilgrims. “After all, 
we didn’t start out with the Pilgrims” she 
said. 

Hector Miranda fumed: ”The Norton 
Anthology is a joke. Where are the Eastern 
writers? Where are passages from the Ko- 
ran? There has to be (religious) diversity. 
There was enough emphasis on John Smith 
already in high school.” ; 

Susan Fleming is excited to learn that a 
view other than standard Wester<is repre- 
sented. “At last students can decide for them- 
selves what (American) literature is.”

conspicuously leading the Board 
to reward Jensen “with praise and 
salary increases that now must 
appear to the faculty suspiciously 
like rewards for maintaining si- 
lence.” 

The Register, Toohey said, re- 
ported that Montejano was also 
under investigation for being a paid 
lobbyist involving negotiations with 
Group W and the City of Santa 
Ana. During this lobbying, Mon- 
tejano was an RSCCD Board 
member while RSC was negotiat- 
ing with Group W. 

“Could Montejano have been so 
schizophrenic as to have lobbied 
city officials strenuously enough 
that they described themselves as 
feeling threatened...,”” Toohey said. 


Although Montejano was not 
present at the time, Velasquez spoke 
to Montejano as if he were there. 

“As a Mexican-American edu- 
cator, I am asking you to re-think 
the commitment you made to the 
people who voted you into office 
and to the oath you took when you 
were swom in many, many years 
ago.” 

Velasquez continued, “Because 
your behavior is in question, your 
effectiveness as a role model for 
our students has never been this 
low.” Then Velasquez asked for 
Montejano’s resignation. 

In closing, Toohey said the Board 
should distance itself from Mon- 
tejano and the best way to do this is 
through Montejano’s resignation. 
He also asked that the Board care- 


fully consider hiring an auditor or 
independent counsel to “assure that 
corruption has not influenced deci- 
sions,” in regard to the leadership 
of Jensen. 

Shirley Ralston,RSCCD Trustee, 
said she was “very disappointed at 
the presentation (by the faculty 
members)” and that “it’s election 
time and it’s unfortunate that they’re 
getting into political mud sling- 
ing.” 

“It’s fine for us to have a per- 
sonal agenda, but none of this is 
helping us do what we’re supposed 
to do, educate the students. 


“This is just a power play, a per- 


sonal power play.” Added Ralston. 
Montejano could not be reached 
for comment on this story.

While most other colleges oper- 
ate their own swap meets, Norton 
Western Ltd., owned by Santa Ana 
City Councilman Rick Norton is in 
charge of running the Mercado. 

Although Norton was not a 
member of the city council when 
Norton Western Ltd. received the 
contract to operate El Mercado, he 
was a member of the Santiago Club, 
a non profit service organization. 
The Santiago club approached the 
college in 1987 asking that they be 
permitted to operate a swap meet. 
The trustees approved and later 
that month the Santiago club signed

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a separate contract with Norton 
Wester Ltd., who professionally 
manages swap meets in two states. 
Norton actually has no affilliation 
with the college and after being 
elected to city council, also dropped 
membership with the Santiago club. 

All the hubbub seems to be oc- 
curing over the disbursement of 
proceeds stemming from the fact 
that Rancho Santiago is reaping 
only 24 percent of a gross income 
of about $439,000 annually. 

Last year the college received 
$87,870 with another $17,600 going 
to the college foundation, while 
Norton Western received in 
$290,000 and Santiago Club re- 
ceived $43,900 according to RSC 
Services Department records.

Other local colleges manage their 
own swap meets thus retaining 
anywhere from 50 -81 percent of 
the proceeds after expenses. 

Lee Mallory, a member of the 
executive board of the Faculty 
Association of RSCCD(bargaining 
unit) said, “The college needs to 
get the swap meet on a proper 
footing, the current set- up is not 
above suspicion and provokes 
concern.” Mallory would like to 
see the middleman taken out of the 
swap meet, the Board of Trustees 
take charge of the operation through 
administration and have all pro- 
ceeds over expenses go directly to 
needy students. ~

high standard 
for television 


The recent PBS broadcast of Ken Burns’ 
‘*The Civil War,”’ is 4 fine example of how 
powerful the medium of television can be 
when used correctly. 

‘*The Civil War,’’ more than succeeds in 
painting images and creating profiles of 
America’s bloodiest and most costly conflict 
while utilizing the visual and audio imagery 
available through TV to keep the viewers 
captivated at the same time they’re being fed 
information. 

Since its inception in the 1950s the quality 
of TV broadcasting has deteriorated to the 
point of rightfully earning the moniker ‘‘Idiot 
Box.’’ However, Burns’ production 
demonstrates how, when used carefully and 
with thought television can be undoubtedly the 
most powerful educational tool currently 
available. 

Burns is to be commended for his expertise 
and the quality of his final product which 
ranks as one of the finest documentaries ever 
to air. 

Hopefully, by example *‘The Civil War,”’ 
will spawn other quality alternative 
educational programs that enhance and expand 
upon the capabilities available within the 
electronic media. 

One has to wonder what sort of impact it 
would make educationally if some of the 
major networks were to devote air time and 
money towards the production of similar 
programs.

On Tuesday Sept. 25, two RSC 
faculty members appeared before 
the District Board of Trustees 
asking for the resignation of one 
of the board’s members, Rodolfo 
Montejano. 

Montejano, who is currently 
under investigation by the Grand 
Jury for alleged unscrupulous 
political activity involving the 
placement of billboards, was linked 
by these two self appointed moral 
watchdogs of the college, to 
everything from racketeering to 
strong-arming political rivals.

college.”’ 

Velasquez and Toohey however, 
seemed to have forgotten in which 
country they live. 

One of the most basic tenets of 
our free society is that an individual 
is innocent until proven guilty and 
by this right should not be made to 
suffer for anything he has not done 
without having the opportunity to 
face his accuser. 

By their asking for Montejano’s 
resignation Toohey and Velasquez 
have already leapt to the assumption 
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that he is guilty. 

If in fact Montejano is sentenced 
by the Grand Jury and is found guilty 
of the crimes with which he is charged 
the college would surely take 
appropriate actions. But by simply 
jumping toconclusions and publicly 
displaying ignorance of both the 
charges in question and constitutional 
laws the two instructors succeeded 
in absolutely nothing. 

While a large public college may 
operate like a political organ we 
would ask that the instructors focus 
their energies towards teaching rather 
than political stone throwing and 
mud-slinging.

Superpowers playing political 
game of give and take

Now that the Soviet Union is out of 
Afghanistan and the U.S. is almost out of 
Panama; Bush and Gorbachev have 
decided that big countries should not 
force smaller countries to do their 
bidding. The two super powers however 
are, presumably, exempt. 

Of course, what the two world leaders 


had in mind was Iraq’s annexation of 
Kuwait, not their own past military 
adventures. What they seem to not have 
noticed is that they were violating their 
new principle in the act of stating it. 

The principle was enunciated to justify 
the United State’s military intervention in 
the Middle East, which is surely the action 
of a big country trying to force a smaller 
one to do its will. 

History is in large part the story of large, 
militarily powerful countries forcing 
smaller countries to do their will, 
including being forcibly annexed. The 
history of this country is hardly an 
exception. The Monroe Doctrine, for 
example, was not so much a declaration of 
independence for this hemisphere as it 
was an announcement that we would be 
the power that decided when our 
neighbors needed to be chastised, a self- 
proclaimed authority we have exercised 
repeatedly. 


Also we have not hesitated, particularly 
since the conclusion of the World War II, 
to flex our military muscle in other parts 
of the world. 

Some of our military actions abroad 
may have been justified morally and 
politically. Many others have not. Our 
support, in recent years, of ruthless right- 
wing dictators is a particularly sorry 
episode for a country that prides itself on 
its own democratic institutions and claims 
to favor democracy around the world. 

In an international system without true 
international law and without the 
necessary political apparatus to enforce 
that law, countries large and small will do 
what their leaders think they must to 
defend their interests, their ideologies and 
their conceptions of morality. And this, 
in turn, means that the ones with the most 
power will ultimately force their will 
upon those with less power. 

Co-operation between the two super 


powers has prompted President Bush to 
proclaim the beginning of a new world 
order. If, however, this only means that the 
two super powers will now co-operate in 
forcing their conceptions of order upon the 
rest of the world, a new world order in 
nothing to cheer about. The world 
deserves better. 

The fact that the Bush Administration 
has been careful to obtain United Nation’s 
support for the blockade of Iraq is a 
hopeful sign. But at times Bush seems to 
be using the U.N. the way President 
Johnson used the Organization of 
American States when he decided to 
invade the Dominican Republic. The 
OAS, by pretending to authorize actions it 
had no authority to approve, allowed 
Johnson to carry out the invasion under thé 
color of law. 

Order without law is tyranny. If Bush’s 
new world order is to be of genuine value 
to the world, it must not be merely an 
alliance between hitherto rival gangs but 
the start of a world where shared notions 
of morality and pre-established law limit 
the actions of all the players, including the 
super powers. 

That would be a genuinely new world 
order--and one genuinely worth 
celebrating.

Every so often a television pro- 
gram comes along that is so pow- 
erful it leaves the viewer almost 
breathless. Like a good book you 
can’t put down, you don’t want 
the program to end. The recently 
completed PBS documentary The 
Civil War is one such program. 
Don’t let the term documentary 
fool you though, The Civil War 
is one of the most powerful 
programs in the history of 
television. 

Producer Ken Burns feels that 
many Americans have an ideal- 
ized, often romanticized view of 
the war that simply isn’t true. 
“The Civil War as a subject has 
been smothered for 125 years in 
gallant bloodless myth, says 
Burns. “People tend to romanticize and 
idealize both the Northern and Southern 
approaches. But in fact, this was indeed 
a time of our near national suicide. More 
Americans were killed in this war, by fel- 
low Americans, than were killed by for- 
eign forces in all of our other horrible 
wars combined.” 

The 11-hour miniseries is the most in- 
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depth and thoroughly researched history of 
the Civil War ever put on film. Burns and 
his staff spent over five years researching 
and producing this epic; longer than it took 
to fight the actual war itself. 


The producers examined literally thou- 


sands of photographs, paintings, personal 
diaries and newspapers of the period. 
Burns’ staff also travelled to actual 


\\ 


battlefield sites, filming the areas at the 
time of day the battles actually took place. 

Some of Hollywoods’ top names provide 
the narration to this production. They in- 
clude Jason Robards, Morgram Freeman, 
Derek Jacobi and Kurt Vonnegut. 

Burns notes, “We follow the role of 
women, for instance, and particularly the 
role of blacks, and also of the ordinary 


soldiers, both North and 
South; of the political and 
diplomatic maneuverings 
during the war. We follow 
what life was like in general, 
both on the battlefield and on 
the home fronts.” 

Burns has a unique ap- 
proach to film-making. “We 
want to emphasize that our 
documentary The Civil War 
is very much in the Homeric 
tradition.
